FOR A NATIONAL CONSERVATORY OF 
MUSIC AND ART. 


There is a movement on foot for the estab- 
lishment of a National Conservatory of Music 
and Art, to be supported by the Government. 
The International Musician is in receipt of a 
letter from Jacob Hayman, who is interested 
in the sucess of this venture. Mr. Hayman 
advocates the signing of a petition to be pre- 
sented in Congress for the establishment of 
such an institution, and very rightly declares 
that it is a case which requires the full sup- 
port of every musician and music lover in this 
country. 

Mr. Hayman, who is giving much thought 
and efforts to the work, desires volunteers in 
every State to co-operate with him in the mass 
of detail involved.

ARMY MUSIC. 

The great value of good music in the ser- 
vice of the country in all arms of service is 
beginning to be recognized by the experience 
of our officers in France, They have the En- 
glish, French, Belgian and other Allied bands, 
and in comparing them with the American 
bands the comparisons become odious. The 
average American officer imagines a band can 
be formed by issuing an order that 28 men be 
Twenty-eight is the 
regulation. The quartermaster will issue 
them instruments, a band leader appointed, 
regardless of efficiency and there you are. 

If. the American officers expect American 
bands to favorably compare with the English, 
French and Belgian bands, the same tactics 
must be used to form such bands as prevail 
with the English, French and Belgians. Only 
musicians are eligible for membership, and 
the leaders must prove by an examination be- 
fore a competent board of musicians that they 
have the qualifications necessary to fill the 
position. To secure good bands in the service 
of the United States the bands must be placed 
in a department by themselves and the lead- 
ers of the bands commissioned.

THE ELIMINATION OF JAZZ. 
By C. A. Weaver, Des Moines Local No. 75. 


About the sanest and most wholesome sug- 
gestion which has thus far been made in the 
never-ending discussion concerning Des 
Moines dance hall regulation is the official de- 


cree that jazz music shall no longer be toler- 
ated as a method of terpsichorean inspiration, ~ 

In other words, the public authorities have ~ 
taken official cognizance of what all musicians 
worthy of the name have long known to be a 
fact, namely, that “jazz,” so called is not muisc 
at all, that it is nothing more nor less than a 
species of wind-jamming hysteria, sensuously 
degrading rather than elevating, nerve-rack- 
ing rather than inspiring, a coatse fibered trav- 
esty upon melody and an insult when men- 
tioned in the same breath, the same room or 
in the same hemisphere with the divine art of 
music. 

Jazz is admittedly a modern creation. Spe- 
cialists have established the fact by irrefutable 
evidence that the jazz jargon had its origin in 
the New Orleans underworld, and from that 
nauseous and hopeless habitat the disease blew 
its fetid breath across a world feverishly long- 
ing for something—it knew not what. 

The result was that public taste degener- 
ated, real music fled, mere noise arose to a 
premium, time-tried and respected band and 
orchestral instruments were laid upon the 
shelf while the wildest prodigy who ever 
blew out the front door of pandemonium with 
a ukelele in one hand and a cow bell in the 
other was proclaimed the real artist of the 
new day. 

Thank heaven, it was only a passing craze} 
Music could not be counterfeited or camou- 
flaged forever. Jazz, under governmental de- 
cree, is now headed— 


“For the vile depths from which it 
sprung, 
Unwept, umhonored and unsung,” 


while music, that which Milton called the 
“Heavenly Muse” and Shakespeare described 
as a “concord of sweet sounds,” will eventu- 
ally be restored as one of the elevating forces 
in a harmony-loving universe. 





FREE MUSIC PATRIOTS BALKED, 


Boston, Mass., April 23, 1918, 
Mr. Owen Miller, 3535 Pine St., 
St. Louis, Mo. 
Dear Sir and Brother: 

Thinking that possibly the experience of 
Local No. 9, of Boston, Mass., in dealing with 
the enlisted band proposition may be of some 
interest to the members of the Federation, will 
submit to you for publication in the Interna- § 
tional Musician the following: : 

Since the entrance of the United States into ~ 
the war, Boston and vicinity has been sur- | 
rounded by army and navy stations, viz., the 
Radio School at Harvard College; Cambridge, ~ 
Mass.; Commonwealth Pier, Boston; Bumkin 
Island; Hingham Training Station; Boston 7 
Navy Yard. ' j 

At each of the above-named stations bands 
have been formed and also, in conjunction 
with these, orchestras, and as soon as organ- 
ized the officers at these stations were asked 
to donate the services of such bands or or- 
chestras, commencing with such affairs as flag 
raisings, and patriotic or charitable affairs, 
Said bands were ordered out to play for these 
functions, and it soon became; known to the 
general public that all they had to do to get # 
their music free was to work a little politics ¥ 
and run these functions under the\ name of — 
patriotism or charity, and possibly, donate” 
some part of the proceeds to the war'‘fund, or ¥ 
for the benefit of the tobacco fund, or some 
such affair, 7 

This was worked to such an extent that the 
bands and orchestras of these stations weré™ 
out playing about every night in the week, and™ 
the civilian musicians suffered to such an ex= 
tent that something had to be done to stop 
this practice. 

Our Board of Directors decided to send @ 
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committee of two to wait upon Admiral Spen- 
cer Wood, Commander of the Department of 
the East of the Navy, and state our objections. 
We realized that we were in rather a delicate 
situation, to make objections to anything of 
that nature in such a crisis, as we were likely 
to get the criticism of the public as being un- 
patriotic. ; 

Nevertheless, we decided to make the at- 
tempt. I, in company with Mr. Louis S. 
Poole, the other member of the committee, 
waited upon Admiral Wood and succeeded in 
obtaining an interview with him. He received 
us in a very cordial manner, and after listen- 
ing to our objections, and going over the situ- 
ation with us, said he thought our objections 
were right and just, and that any function run 
by civilians should belong to the civilian musi- 
cians, and promised to take the matter under 
consideration, with the result that the different 
posts received notice not to let their bands go 
out. to compete with civilians, Of course, this 
raised a howl from parties that already had 
bands and orchestras promised them for func- 
tions taking place in the future, and on ac- 
count of that I was asked by the Aide of Com- 
mander Rush, who has charge of the Navy 
Yard, for an interview. 

We waited upon Captain Key, of Comman- 
der Rush’s office, and after going over the sit- 
uation with him he decided that we were in 
the right, and that the bands and orchestras 
should not go out to compete with us, and in 
our presence, gave orders that in the future 
should any request come in for bands or or- 
chestras the same should be submitted to me, 
and if there was any objection on our part 
to said bands or orchestras playing, they 
would not be allowed to go out. This was 
done until later they received orders from 
Washington that they could not go out to 
play for anything except Liberty Bond affairs 
run by the government, so we are at present 
relieved from any competition from the en- 
listed bands or orchestras.

The heads of the War and Navy Depart- 
ments have issued instruction to all subordi- 
nate officers instructing them not to permit 
enlisted men to interfere in the employment 
of civilians, but there are some officers who 
insist this law does not apply to musicians. 





MUSIC IN PUBLIC PARKS. 





Seattle, Wash., has for a number of years 
enjoyed public park concerts, during the open 
season. An annual appropriation of $5,000.00 
was made to pay for these concerts, One of 
the city fathers succeeding in blocking this 
appropriation this year on the ground of war 
economy. This action almost resulted in real 
war. The whole town, except that class of 
Pharasees who think any kind of pleasure, 
even good music, is sinful, protested. The 
Central Labor Council entered the most vig- 
orous protest. But let the record of that 
body speak for itself. It says: 

“Cheerfulness as usual,” a fit sister to the 
slogan, “Business as usual,” with which this 
country was kept from hysteria in the first 
dark days of the war, was the desire expressed 
by the Central Labor Council Wednesday 
night in passing a resolution urging the park 
board and Mayor Hanson to reconsider action 
cutting off the annual appropriation of $5,000 
for music in the parks, inferring that this city 
is fearful of defeat at the hands of the Kaiser 
and creating an atmosphere of gloom when 
the extreme reverse should be the order of the 
day. The resolution was forwarded by the 
moving picture operators, endorsed by the 
council and the municipal affairs committee of 
the council instructd to convey the request to 
the mayor and park board: 


“Whereas, The park board has, through a 
mistaken idea of economy, summarily deprived 
the people of this city of music in their parks 
for the coming summer by cutting off the an- 
nual appropriation of $5,000, and 

“Whereas, During these sorrowful times 
ofwar, when nearly every home is saddened by 
the departure of some loved one for the front, 
it is a mistaken conception of the city’s patri- 
otic duty to take away from the people one of 
their chief weekly pleasures, of listening to 
good music on Sunday afternoons in the parks 
and 

“Whereas, It is well known that all other 
cities throughout the, nation are trying to 
maintain “cheerfulness as usual,” and Seattle 
has nothing to gain by casting a feeling of de- 
pression and gloom upon the citizens and visi- 
tors by depriving them of their cleanest form 
of amusement for the saving of a mere $5,000 
appropriation already allowed for in the an- 
nual budget; now therefore be it 


“Resolved, That the Central Labor Council 
of Seattle and Vicinity go on record as desir- 
ing that Mayor Hanson and the park board 
reconsider their action and that the municipal 
affairs committee of this body be instructed 
to convey to the honorable mayor and park 
board an expression of our desire that the an- 
nual appropriation be restored and good music 
be provided in the public parks as in former 
years.” 


The Seattle Union Record is most emphatic 
in its opposition to dispensing with music in 
the parks. It says: 

“War camouflage is all we can see in the 
action of the park board in cutting off the 
appropriation of $5,000 for professional music 
in the parks. Of course the real estate specu- 
lators will save a little in taxes, and the mov- 
ing picture houses will have their profits swell- 
ed as a result, and we wonder just how much 
that had to do with the matter? That the 
workers are to be robbed of clean, healthy 
and ennobling amusement for their Sunday 
afternoons, and the parks desecrated by the 
strident discords of well-meaning but ex- 
tremely inefficient amateur bands we consider 
poor economy. Why not take a tip from the 
building laborers’ resolution and begin by cut- 
ting the mayor’s salary to $5,000 per year as 
an alternative to shutting music out of the 
parks?” 

It may be well to say that the musicians of 
Seattle, through Local No, 76, A. F. of M., sub- 
scribed $4,000 for liberty bonds. 





AS IT SHOULD BE, 





Fort Douglas is situated just outside of Salt 
Lake City, Utah. The band, which included 
some members of the A. F. of M., were taking 
engagements in competition with members 
of Local No. 104 of Salt Lake City. Secretary 
Lorenz vigorously protested which resulted 
in a clean cut unequivocable order being issued 
which is a model, and ought to be followed 
by every regimental commander in the army. 
The correspondence as far as it relates to this 
subject is appended. 

Salt Lake City, Utah, April 25, 1918. 
Mr. Owen Miller, Secretary A. F. of M., St. 
Louis, Mo. 
Dear Sir and Brother: 

We are, at present, having some controversy 
relative to members of this Local, enlisted in 
the service of the United States, and stationed 
at Fort Douglas here, filling engagements 
with us—they have, however, until a day or 
two ago, done this, but upon a letter from 
this office being written to the band leader, 
protesting against other members of his band 
playing with our competitors in the outlying 
districts, where many of our members reside, 
the adjutant issued the following order: 

“In compliance with army regulations, the 











following will be strictly complied with in the 
future: 

“That no member of the 20th Infantry band 
will be allowed toplay outside the reservation, 
under any circumstances; any man doing so 
will be tried, regardless of what or how play- 
ing occurs; there is no way that prohibits 
playing under orders at any time or place, pro- 
viding the orders come from authorized 
sources.” 

We received the following: 

“Band 20th Infantry, 
Fort Douglas, Utah, 
April 18th, 1918. 
Mr. Lorenzo Sharp, Secretary Salt Lake Fed- 
erated Musicians, Salt Lake City, Utah. 
Dear Sir: 

Your communication of the 15th inst. re- 
ceived, and contents noted. 

In compliance with same an order has been 
published forbidding any man, union or other- 
wise, playing at any sort of performance, or 
in any way violating the regulations in this 
respect. 

Any man who is found to violate this order 
will be tried by court martial, whether re- 
ported by you or seen performing by any per-' 
son who is willing to testify to the same. 

As you are not in control of any army mu- 
sicians, no man will be permitted to play off 
the reservation, even with the consent of the 
union or anyone else—the commanding officer 
forbidding all outside playing. 

Hoping this will be satisfactory to you, and 
that you report the names of all such men, 
with witnesses, I am,

BIRTH OF A NEW DAY. 





Every intelligerit student of the trend of 
events can clearly perceive that the whole 
social system wiil have to be constructed on 
broader and more liberal lines after the war. 
No more exploiting of children for the profit 
of the capitalist. No more cheap “Wops,” at 
low wages, long hours, and unsanitary condi- 
tions, The great guif between the employer 
and the employee will disappear forever more. 
The genelteman of icisure will only remain as 
a memory. President Wilson. has written a 
letter to the Democrats of Newark, N. J., on 
this question that is well worthy of repro- 
ducing here: 

Few of the newspapers and magazines have 
paid attention to this letter. This is the latest 
expression of his view of the duty of Ameri- 
can citizens, dealing with political issues, in 
this year of terrible war. 

It speaks in a way, as Lincoln spoke at Get- 
tysburg. Here are some of its sentences: 

“Every sign of these terrible days of war 
and revolutionary change, when economic and 
social forces are being released upon the world 
whose effect no political seer dare venture to 
conjecture, bids us search our hearts thru and 
thru and make them ready for the birth of a 
new day—a day, we hope and believe, of 
gteater opportunity and greater prosperity for 
the average mass of struggling men and wo- 
men, and of greater safety and opportunity for 
children, 

“The old party slogans have lost their sig- 
nificance and will mean nothing to the voter 
of the future, for the war is certain to change 
the mind of Europe, as well as the mind of 
America. Men everywhere are searching dem- 
ocratic principles to their hearts in order to 
determine their soundness, their sincerity, their 
adaptability to the real needs of their life, and 
every man with any vision must see that the 
real test of justice and right action is pres- 
ently to come as it never came before. 
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“The men in the trenches, who have been 
freed from the economic serfdom to which 
some of them have been accustomed will, it 
is likely, return to their homes with a new 
view and a new impatience of all mere political 
phrases, and will demand real thinking and 
sincere action, 

“The days of political and economic recon- 
struction which are ahead of us no man can 
now definitely assess, but we know this, that 
every program must be shot thru and thru 
with utter disinterestedness; that no party 
must try to serve itself, but every party must 
try to serve humanity, and that the task is a 
very practical one, meaning that every pro- 
gram, every measure in every program, must 
be tested by this question, and this question 
only: Is it just; is it for the benefit of the 
average man, without influence or privilege; 
does it embody in real fact the highest con- 
ception of social justice and of right dealing 
without respect of person or class or particu- 
lar interest? 

“This is a high test. It can be met only by 
those who have genuine sympathy with the 
mass of men and real insight into their needs 
and opportunities, and a purpose which is 
purged alike of selfish and of partisan inten- 
tion.” 





BILL FOR INCREASING THE EFFI- 
CIENCY OF ARMY BANDS. 


March 9th, 1918. 
To the Editor of the International Musician. 

Dear Sir and Brother: Again I am with you 
in the matter of the standing of the musicians 
in the bands of the army and navy of the 
United States. I find that a bill has been in- 
troduced by Senator Robinson, known as Sen- 
ate Bill 38888, which has-been referred to the 
Committee on Military Affairs; this bill appa- 
recently has been introduced at the request of 
the leaders in the army, and apparently takes 
no cognizance of the leaders in the navy bands, 
neither does it in any way attempt to relieve 
the musicians in general, the bill is as follows: 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of Amer- 
ica in Congress assembled, That from and 
after the date of approval of this Act the posi- 
tion of bandmaster created for chief musicians 
of the bands now authorized by law for the 
cavalry, the artillery, the infantry and corps 
of engineers, United States army, shall have 
the rank, pay and allowances of second lieu- 
tenants of cavalry and shall be entitled to the 
same benefits in respect to pay, emoluments 
and retirements arising from longevity as are 
applicable to second lieutenants. 

Sec. 2. That the aforesaid bandmasters, 
upon being recommended by the Secretary of 
War, may be appointed by the President, by 
and with the advice and consent of the Sen- 
ate, 

Sec. 3. That all laws or parts of laws that 
conflict with the provisions of this act are 
hereby repealed. 

As you will note, no mention is made of 
leaders in the navy, unless some other bill 
has been introduced of which I have no knowl- 
edge, also that no provision is made for in any 
way increasing the efficiency of the bands in 
any manner. I am enclosing an excerpt from 
a letter written by the bandmaster of one of 
the bands in the army, located in the East, this 
will be a revelation to many musicians, and 
plainly shows the need of concerted action 
upon the part of the A. F. of M. 

I have made up an outline of what I believe 
would give the bandmasters and musicians a 
fair standing, with reasonable remuneration 
and conditions, and I believe, that if some- 
thing along this line could be placed upon the 
statutes at this time, that it would settle for 
all time to come, the status of the musician in 
the army and navy, and I am sure that it 


would result in the uplift of music throughout 
the United States. As shown by the excerpt 
from the letter that I enclose, and which I 
hope you will find room to publish, the bands 
in Europe are composed of at least eighty-six 
men, and the leader is given a commission, 
which in turn gives him some semblance of 
authority and a social status, that commands 
respect, instead of being humbled by the 
“bossing” of a Ist class sergeant, under the 
name of a drum major. It is a fact, that the 
time is opportune, and that it is now or never, 
place the leader, also every musician in the 
service in a position, where he will be respect- 
ed, and so that he will be proud of the fact, 
that he has the rating of a musician. It is a 
fact, that cannot be disputed, that every branch 
of the government service has been in the 
past preferable to that of musician, and it is 
also. a fact, that such should not be the case, 
and I feel that it is the duty of the civilian 


’ musician to do everything in his power to re- 


lieve the condition that exists in the service at 
the present time, and that has existed for 
years past. It is a matter for each and every 
Local of the A. F. of M. to take under consid- 
eration, for without a doubt, there is not a 
Local throughout the country that has not 
sent its full quota of men, I am proud to state, 
that this Local has fifty-one of its members 
serving the country, the large majority are in 
France, doing their bit and it is ‘from the re- 
ports I have received from thent, that I base 
this appeal to all Locals to give this matter 
their serious consideration, and that they use 
their best efforts with their Congressmen to 
give their support to the drafting of a law that 
will give relief. Thanking you for the oppor- 
tunity of giving this matter the publicity that I 
have asked for, and hoping to have the pleas- 
ure of meeting you in Chicago at the conven-

Excerpts from a letter written by a band 
leader in the U. S. Army to William Murray, 
seattle: 

***T could add a great deal to what I have 
said, many things that you do not know, for 
instance, under present conditions, our bands 
have lost their individualiy, inasmuch as they 
are now a part of what. is now, since the re- 
organization, called “The Headquarters Com- 
pany,” comprised of men on daily duty, such 
as clerks, telephone and telegraph operators, 
orderlies, the non-commissioned staff, in fact 
all men performing other than company duties 
of the line. The band leader is subservient to 
the Ist sergeant of the headquarters company, 
who acts as drum major when the band is on 
formation, who is not required to be a musi- 
cian, who marches in front of the band with 
a baton, indicating the tempo for which the 
leader is held responsible, has entire charge 
of the band at all times, except while at con- 
cert, when the leader is permitted to exercise 
his functions during the absence of the ser- 
geant. The sergeant submits all orders from 
the higher up, and does it usually in such a 
manner as to leave no doubt as to who is who, 
etc. When the leader wants to play concert, 


_he must get permission to use certain men of 


his organization that may be on some special 
duty, detailed by the Ist sergeant. The head- 
quarters company is supposed to have a 
strength of not less than fifty (50) men, twen- 
ty-eight (28) of whom are supposed to be mu- 
sicians, the rest are carried on daily duty. 
No provision is made for fatigue, kitchen po- 
lice, cleaning toilets and quarters for the com- 
pany, consequently the musicians have fallen 
heir to all of these functions. Is it any won- 
der that good men will not join the army 
bands, or that good men leave the service 
upon the expiration of their terms ‘of enlist- 
ment. They flock to factory and lodge bands, 
anything that will help them to earn a living 
other than remaining in the service, 


General Pershing has discovered that there 
is something wrong, that our bands are not 
the equal-of the bands in other countries. The 
French bands have a membership of fifty (50) 
musicians, twelve (12) drummers, and twenty- 
four (24) trumpeters, a total of eighty-six (86) 
and we suffer in comparison and no consider- 
ation is given to the difference in numbers. 
It was also discovered that our leaders are 
not socially qualified to mix with the foreign 
leaders, for as arule, they are commissioned 
officers,. whilst our leaders do not even have 
charge of their own men, the Ist sergeant as- 
suming that roll, 

The decision of the Judge Advocate General 
of 1912 states “that the chief musician shall be 
an enlisted man, but not a non-commissioned 
officer,” etc., yet we are expected to maintain 
discipline and command the respect of the 
men, when we do not even rank as lance _cor- 
porals; of course, by custom, we have been 
vested with certain rights that are not ours by 
any act of law. 

* + * + * * 

Proposed amendment to Senate Bill 3888, 
entitled a bill for increasing the efficiency of 
army bands: 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of Amer- 
ica in Congress assembled, That from and 
after the date of the approval of this Act, the 
military and naval bands of the United States 
shall be constituted as follows: 

Sec. 2. The band shall consist of sixty (60) 
(60) men, to be divided as follows: 

Sec. 3. There shall be one (1) band leader, 
who shall have the rank, pay, and allowance 
of a second lieutenant, and shall be entitled to 
the same benefits in respect to pay, emolu- 
ments, and retirements arising from longev- 
ity as are applicable to second lieutenants. 

Sec. 4. There shall be one (1) principal mu- 
sician, who shall have the rank; pay and allow- 
ances of first-class sergeant. 

Sec. 5. There shall be twenty (20) musi- 
cians, who shall be classified as first-class mu- 
sicians, who shall have the rank, pay, and al- 
lowances of sergeant. 

Sec. 6. There. shall be twenty (20) musi- 
cians, who shall be classified as second-class 
musicians with the rank, pay, and allowances 
of corporal. 

Sec. 7. There shall be eighteen (18) musi- 


cians, to be known as field musicians, com- 


posed of trumpeters, drummers and drum ma- 
jor, who shall have the rank, pay, and allow- 
ances of first-class privates. 


Sec. 8° All of the foregoing members of- 


bands shall be entitled to the same benefits, 
emoluments and retirments arising from lon- 
gevity as are applicable to the rating that they 
hold in the band. 

Sec. 9. That the bandmasters, upon recom- 
mendation by the Secretary of War for ‘army 
bands, and by the Secretary of the Navy for 
naval bands, may be appointed by the Presi- 
dent, by and with the advice and consent of 
the Senate. 





WANTED MILITARY PRECISION.

“I notice a lack of uniformity about the band 


which must be regulated. Yesterday morning ~ 2 


they were out on parade, and the largest man 
in the band was playing a little bit of an in- 
strument—and you had the big drum played 
by a small man. That sort of thing doesn’t 
look well, and must be attended to, I want 
the small men to play small instruments and 
the big men the big instruments. And an- 
other thing—I want the trombone players to 
slide their instruments in and out in unison. 


It annoys me to see them all out of step with 8
